A telegram from Blueflekls 


states that Madriz had jiroposed, in a 
telegram to Estrada, a suspension of 
hostilities pending the arrival of a 
committee which he was sending to 
Estrada, to discuss an equitable set- 
tlement of the present strife. 


General Estrada In his reply ex- 


pressed his willingness to meet tho 
Madriz commissioners, but said that 
t!:e revolutionary party 
would not 


recognize the action of the legislative 
assembly in placing power 
in 
the 


hands of Madriz. 
He denied em- 


phatically the assembly's right to deal 
with the election of president, and 
stated that he saw in Madriz the 
usurper of (he rights of the Nicarr.- 
guan people. 


The terms upon which Mudrlz is 


willing to make peace, it Is ?aid, ex- 
pressed ills desire for peace without 
further bloodshed, Unit the revolu- 
tionists should recognize his govern- 
ment, and that after such recognition 
both armies should be disbanded, all 
arms and ammunition being turned 
over to him. He stated that he would 
recognize the debts and ^contracts oi 
the revolutionists and that within six 
months lie would look for the holding 
of an election and would turnover his 
power to tbe person elected.
